This ~— ~ the idea of a common U.S. and Canadian QSO frequency — was peosented 
to tas ARRL Executive Committee with the following results: At the February meeting 
of the AGRL Executive Committee, it was recommended that all amateurs in the U,S., ard 
Canada eacourage and support the use of 29.6 Mcs as a common frequency for use by al 
types of low power AM gear, such as converted walkie-talkies and- —,, Sassi 
Rangers, Af..67's and other rigs in this general péwer category. 

The puzpo3e is to encourage monitorying of one or more commonly diabetes freq- 
uencies — symevhing which can be done quite handily with the converted OB trans— 
ceivers ermpicying the squelch feature, This is not meant to replace the present 
NCEF (National Calling and Emergency Frequency), 29.640 Mcs but is a frequency for 
low power gear, I4 »vrovides a channel for fixed or mobile operation for rag chews, 
AREC activities, and makes an excellent primary or alternate club frequency, This, 
as you can see, will agsure ‘amateur. oceupancy of. the high enc. of She. tenneter. ss 
band.

Here we are getting into the months that we have the 
lightning and thunderstorms, That kind of noise doesn't sound to good around the 


radio shacks One thing I dislike is the lightning, popping, making a noise, trying 


to get into the shack, We are trying to get all the equipment grounded here, How 
about your shack? A new ground rod about 8 to 10 feet in the ground will do the : 
trick, right at the tower, It might be a good idea to see if the guy wires are in 
good condition for grounding purpose also, A wire of suitable length will pick up 
the discharge of the lightning, Have you ever tried to hold a long wire antenna 
when it is lightning close by? You can feel it AND HOW]! Especially on 160 meters. 
The national electrical code (new handbook 1967)(ARRL) states the Protective 
size ground conductor for transmitting stations whould be as large as the lead-in

The proposed new First Class license concept is discarded, Instead, the Advanced 
Class license is re-established, Applicants mst hold a General license or pass the 
written exan for General before passing a code test at 13 wpm and technical exam of 
a level midway between the present Gencral and Extra exams. Brample study material 
for the new 50 duestion technical exam will be available after Nov 22, Present 
holders of Advanced Class will be "grandfathered" into some special privileges as 
outlined belows 

EFFECTIVE NOV 22, 1968, only holders of the Extra Class may use 3500-3525, 3800 
3825, 7000-7025, 14000-14025, 21000-21025 and 21250~21275kce EFFECTIVE NOV 22, '69, 
Extra class has 3500-2550,7000-7050, 14000-14050, and 21000-21050 kc, BFFECTIVE 
NOV 22 '68 Extra and Advanced may operate in 3825-3850, 7200-7225, 14200-14235, 
21275=21300 ke and 50,0-50¢1 Mc, EFFECTIVE NOV 22, '69 Bxtra or Advanced may use 
3825-3900, 7200~7250, 14200-14275, 21275-21350 ke and 50.0-50.25 Mc. 

The originally~proposed 2-meter sub-bands for these classes are discarded. 
New Novice licensees, after Nov 22, '68 will have no phone privileges on 2 neters, 
The 2-year license term for Novices is adopted, effective Nov 22, 1967. 

The system of distinctive call signs with prefixes to identify the class of 
license is completely discarded, (The Callbook, incidentally, has plans to carry 
such identifications in its own listings.) 

The Commission will issue 2-letter call signs to those epplicants who are the 
holders of an Extra Class license and who have been licensed for at least 25 years. 
There will be no individual choice of call signs, and the $20 fee will be chargede 
First applications for the 2-letter call signs will be accepted Nov 22, 1967. 

Any new applicant for Extra Class license mst either hold an Advanced Class 
license or must pass the written cxanination for that license before taking the 
Extra Class exanination. This procedure also become effective after Nov 22, 19671 

In a Public Notice the Conmission indicates, among other things, that two- 
thirds of the 4,000 comments received from amateurs were favorable. FCC further 
says that the implementation schedule of the restricted sub-bands may be delayed

The transmission of two independent sidebands, obtained by modulating signals 
from the same carrier source and subsequently separating the two channels by filter- 
ing, is technically feasible for amateurs since it is a logical extension of single~ 
sideband principles, Although the modulation process is more expensive and somewhat 
nore complex than regular ssb it would be no great problem to design a transmitter 
that would accomplish it, 

The obvious application—two independent communications associated with a single 
carrier frequency ~- has the equally~obvious practical disadvantage that the trans- 
mission and reception periods would have to be synchronized, In practice, this would 
be an impossible condition to meet, No spectrum space would be saved as compared 
with two ordinary ssb tranemissions, so there would appear to be no special advantage 
even if the synchronization problem could be overcome, A further disadwantage is that 
the usable power output of the transmitter in each of the two channels is reduced by 
a factor which depends on the relative depth of modulation in the two channels, but 
which can be taken roughly to be of the order of 4, 

There remains the possibility of transmitting different, but associated, types 
of information over the two ‘channels when sywchronization would be a natural rather 
than an unnatural part of the system, One such possibility would be the transmission 
of slow«scan television or facsimile on one channel along with associated voice com 
ments on the other, Another possibility would be stereo transmission — if any just 
ification could be found for it, which seems unlikely. | 

The combination of slow-scan TV and voice would offer an interesting field for 
the experitmenter, although it is by no means necessary that the two be transmitted 
simultaneously. However, in defense of occupying two channels simultancously as 
against occupying one with alternate modes of transmission it can be said that the 


product of channel width by time whould be approximately the same in both cases, 


In other words, if twice the single-channel width is occupied, it is occupied for 
only half as moh tine in transmitting the same total amount of information, This 
would be an ideal state of affairs; in practice, the actual probably would be 
less favorable, Another possible application would be in two-channel repeater opex- 
ation, This would require selectable-sideband receiving equipment on the part of the 
station making use of the repeater, Similar possiblities exist in automatic relaying. 
However, it is questioaalbe whether this system would be nore attractive, econonical; 
than others that might be used for the purposes 

It can be argued that nothing in the present amateur regulations prohibits the 
transmission of independent sidebancs, either specifically or by inference.

"ON KEEPING UP INTEREST IN THE RADIO CLUB" From ARKL, 

Any club, radio or not, must schedule plans and projects pointed at holding the 
interest of its members, Meetings must be made interesting, their less interesting 
aspects minimized, their speakers or subject matter built up. Otherwise members may 
get tired of attending uninteresting meetings, and will let their dues lag and finall, 
drép out of the club entirely. Working toward important club objectives with progress 
reported at meetings, and some variety introduced in the club fare will help hold 
interest high. Publicity will usually bring new members; it alone will not hold then 
Speakers, movies, technical talks and live-wire operating programs will appeal if ain 
ed at the level to inspire spontaneous interest, Attention mast be given at all times 
to the type of member taken in, He must show plenty of interest in radio and club 
work, and must not be lazy. Never oterlook visitors. let your club officers assure 
everyone that visitors are always welcome, Make them feel at home when they do drop 
in, The annual ARRL Field Days can be used by clubs to plan a major outing and op-- 
erating activity with Emergency Preparedness significance, 

The more outside engineers, authorities and leaders in operating or experts on 
various subjects that can be induced to speak at your meetings, the better. It is a 
good idea to have some of the members give talks either on a development of their 
own or a review of article material of interest to all, To make fellows feel better 
on a rough assignment try putting slips of paper in a hat, Dyew to see who will be 
the speakeroceesos 

Without new enthusiasm and members a club cannot perpetuate itself, Operating 
contests serve to improve operating procedure at the same time the competition 
arouses interest and educates participants, One club I know of posts WAS and CP and 
DXCC standings of members; another lists ARRL appointments, held and award progrees 
of individuals in the club bulletin, The readiness of all radio amateurs to serve the 
public in communications emergencies reflects favorably on the club and gives it ened 
conmunity support and respect.cecess 

Adjournment does not always mean the end of a neeting, There is usually the ice 
cream parlor or “hot dog" stand around the corner, Informal friendly gatherings do 
a great deal toward fostering a spirit of friendship. Summer outings, games, socials, 
picnics, a Club Field Day etc. are wonderful friendship makers, With portable re- 
ceivers and transmitters, there can be hidden transmitter hunts, vhf field days or 
general contact work while the families picnic, 

Some of these ideas have been tried with success by various clubs throughout the 
country. Code practice is always a desirable feature and can develop new talent to
